School Committee 
opposes change in 
Milk Program 


The Wilmington School Committee and 
Administration sent a letter to the 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives and Sentat opposing the proposed 
dropping of the Special Milk Program 


The letter has come as a result 
of several Communications sent to 
all School Systems in the State from 
the office of John Stalker, Director 
of the Bureau of Nutrition Education 
and School Food Services for the 
Mass Department of Education 

The communication from Stalker 
stated that Congress has enacted leg 
islation to make permanent the Special 
Milk Program and to appropriate 
adequate funds for it. It went on 
to state that President Nixon has 
indicated he will not operate the pro- 
gram as the Congress has directed 

A second letter was then received 
for the State Departmen of Edu- 
cation on Sepember 8, which indicated 
the U S Department of Agriculture 
had given permission for school sys- 
tems to oprate the milk program under 
a ‘continuing resolution’ until Oct 15 
As a result of this possible change 
in the milk program, with the result 
ing increase in price to the student 
the School Committee and Adminis- 
tration has sent letters to Senator 
Edward F Kennedy, Representative 
Brad Morse, President Nixon. and 
Secretary of Agriculture Clifford 
M Hardin opposing the change 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Newly-elected President of the 
Wilmington Teachers Association, Kay 
Barry, attended the School Committee 
Meeting last week at the Roman 
House. She attended as part of her 
duties in her new position. 

Due to some changes to provice 
office space on the first floor of the 
Roman House, the Committee met in 
a newly-provided room on the second 
floor. Because the.room is not fin: 
ished, the acoustics are only fair. 
It is difficult to hear what the mem- 
bers of the Committee have to say 
Walter Pierce, Superintendent of 
Schools, reported to the Committee 
that the opening of the schools ran 
smoothly, including the bus runs. He 
told the Committee, that his office 
was now in the process of balancing 
enrollment The Committee was 
given a table, showing where there 
presently is some inbalancé in the 
lower grades and the enrollment of 
each class. Pierce explained that 
the administration would provide a 
better balance in the individual classes 
The total enrollment for grades One 
through twelve is 5054. The pro- 
jected enrollment as explained by 
Piers in the open meeting at the 
West Intermediate School was 5042 
Pierce’ in his report: to the Com- 
mittee stated that plans had been made 
to hold a meeting for the Director 
of the Family Living Service and the 
Drug Committee to coordinate drug 
programs, 

Part of his report to the School 
Committee was a discussion on the 
letters that had been sent in opposi: 
tion to the proposed ropping of the

The letter reads ‘Please be advised 
that the Wilmington School Committee 
and Administration opposes: the de- 
cision of the President, regarding the 
School Milk Program and urges your 
support in seeing to it that ai tis 
important program is restored,’ 

To date, one answer has been re- 
ceived. The letter came from the 
office of Brad Morse stating that Mr 
Morse shares the concern of the School 
Committee and Administration on the 
Special Milk Proram 
On the first day of school in Wil- 
mington, there had been some con. 
fusion over the price of milk. Some 
communication had been ’sent out that 
the milk for those beininging their 
lunches would be eight cents in the 
futue. This price was quoted as 
the result of the first letter from 
the State Department of Educatin 
Temporarily then, students povid. 
ing thier own lunches and purchasing 
milk will pay three cents. The hot 
lunch program will stay at 30 cnets 
with milk and dessert included. 

Walter Pierce. Superintendent of 
Schoals, told the Town Crier that 
whatever changes occur, the Depart 
ment will notify the public. 

There is no guarantee at present 
that the Special Milk Program will 
be operated after October 15. 


School Milk Program. 

Al Lanni commented on this recent 
development by stating it was too 
bad that money could be found for 
ABM's, but not school milk. 

Walter McNamara, Acting Chairman 
for the meeting in the absence of 
John Brooks, presented a statement 
to the Committee. The printed state 
ment explained his decision to suppo. 
the school Committee to ask the Town 
for authorization to build a new High 
School. 

McNamara had voted against this 
decision, but now feels that the time 
for effective disagreement has passed 
His statement went on to thank the 
Committee for their willingness to re- 
explore the alternative program. 

Diana Imbimbo, member of the Com- 
mittee, told the School Committee that 
the first annual legislative report would 
be given to them in October, with her 
analysis of the legislation which 
affects education. 

A change was made in the present 
procedure of approval of bills and 
payrolls 

A unanimous vote followed Al Lanni’s 
motion to authorize Mrs Barbar Hooper 
Secretary of the School Committee to 
sign warrants on behalf of the Com- 
mittee 

Under new business the School Com 
mittee heard a report from Derek 
Little. Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, concerning a letter of intent 
sent to the Mass Department of Edu: 
cation for a Title JIT Project for 
Guided Self Analysis, Little felt 
the program of Guided Analyss could 
have an impact on education in this 
school system 
The open portion of the meeting 
ended at approximately 10:15 pm, 
when the Committee entered an 
executive session to discuss the Build- 
ing Program.

| WHERE YOU GET THE RED 
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Eddie Neilson was Wilmington’s 
Best Pitcher 


There have been many men born in 
Wilmington who excelled in one or 
more ways - some in sports, some 
in business, some in the art of living 

Eddie Neilson, who was buried from 
the Congregational Church on Monday 
was one of those who excelled in many 
ways - business and sports included 
He was the president of one of the 
larger whole sale grocery firms in 
New England, and of the associations 
in which that firm played a part. He 
most certainly was one of the more 
successful sons of Wilmington 

And he was a star in the sports 
world too, and was one of two Wil- 
mington persons to have been award- 
ed the Carnegie Medal, for heroism. 
Eddie was, of course, one of the 
Neilsons of Wilmington, the first male 
of that group to have been born in the 
United States. He was born in East 
Woburn, the son of Christian and Anna 
(Madsen) Neilson, and very shortly 
there after the family was living on 
Chestnut Street in Wilmington, in a 
building which is now the home of 
Dean Swan, and which is still re- 
ferred to by the Neilson’s as ‘the old 
Farm’. Eddie grew up on Chestnut 
Street, and when the South School was 
rebuilt after a fire. back about the 
turn of the century, Eddie became the 

janitor, for some such sum of money 
as fifty cents a week 

A few years before World War I a 
farm in the Silver Lake area was of- 
fered for sale. Eddie heard of it, and 
persuaded his parents to buy it. That 
purchase was the beginning of the long 
tale of the Neilsons of Wilmington, a 
tale which grows larger in scope with 
the passing years 
Eddie Neilson was the most succes- 


ful of the family. The farm which he 
persuaded his father and mother to 
buy became a summer boarding house 
and the farm supplied fresh vegeta- 
bles and milk to the summer people 
of Silver Lake. 

One of those summer boarders was 
a Mr. Webster, of a grocery firm 
known as Webster - Thomas. Mr. 
Webster thought that Eddie was a hard 
working boy, and offered him a job 
in his Boston office. 

The old tale has it that Mr. Webster 
had a daughter, and thought that Eddie 
might make a nice son-in-law, - but 
that's a part of tradition, of the past 
Eddie, in any event, had his eyes on 
a Wilmington girl, Miss Mildred Buck. 

This is not to tell the tale of how 
Eddie prospered as a wholesale gro- 
cer in Boston. Suffice it to say he did, 
and that long before Birdseye Frozen 
Foods became a household word, (for 
instance), Eddie and Clarence Birds- 
eye were on a first name basis. 

Eddie built up that firm, of which he 
became the president, to be one of 
New England's largest and most pre- 
stigious, and Webster Thomas foods 
were to be found in nearly every good 
grocery store in New England 

Yes, he was a star in the business 
world 

And, yes, he was a star in the sports 
world, too. 

Eddie, it is believed, is the first 
Wilmington man to have turned down 
the possibility of a baseball career 
The Southern League, back in 1909, 
was one of the big three in the U.S. 
and it offered Eddie a pitchers berth. 
Eddie turned it down. 

But he won that offer honestly. He 

_ was probably The Outstanding Base- 
ball Pitcher of New England, in that 


day and time. E : 
He was the star pitcher in the Wil- 


mington High School team, back in 
the days when what is now the Centre 
School was the High School of Wil- 
mington. Such old timers as Rodney 
Buck and Harold Melzar can attest 
to that. 

And, after graduation, Eddie was a 
member of the Silver Lake Baseball 
Team, which had its own home field 
and stadium, off Cottage Street, near 
Silver Lake. 

It was an extraordinary team. All 
the boys came from Silver Lake, and 
they travelled all over Eastern Mass- 
achusetts by streetcar, for nearly 
three years, defeating every team 
they met. 

Not once, in two years, was the Sil- 
ver Lake Baseball team defeated. 

Eddie Neilson was the pitcher, and 
he was adept at putting the ball where 
the bat wasn’t. It was very few play- 
ers who ever collected a hit off Eddie 
Neilson 

Today the kind of ball that he pitched 
is outlawed, but in those days it was 
perfectly legal for the pitcher to 
throw a ‘spitball’. And, Eddie Neilson 
was one of the best in that ancient 
art. He could make a ball drop a 
foot, as it got to the plate, with no 
trouble at all. 

He was, without a doubt, the best 
pitcher from Wilmington to ever put 
a legal spitball across the plate. 


LAST THURSDAY WAS

The Armillaria mellea is to be 
described an an eminently edible fun- 
gus, which appears in September or 
October, after a heavy rain and a warm 


the Honey Mushroom. Oen just has 
to have a little Armillaria mellea 
to understand the last name for it is 
one of the most delectable morsels 
to be found on the face of the earth, 

Some also call it The Stump Mush- 
room, but this is not truly an accur- 
ate name. It is a stump mushrroom, 
and will grow profusely sometimes on 
old stumps of oak trees, but it will 
also grow in trash piles (oak, of 
course) and from long dead oak roots 
hidden in the ground. On this account 
the"name of Stump Mushroom is only 
partly accurate. 

How many people know of the Honey 
Mushroom. One in a thousand is per- 
haps a large figure, and that is only 
1/10th of 1 percent. That figure seems 
to be large. 

Last Thursday was Honey Mush- 
room Day - and the simple house- 
holder who had an idea he could just 
shuffle out into the area back of his 
home and collect a few mushrooms 
(if any so exist) was due for surprises. 

Honey Mushrooms are collected at 
the Break of Dawn. Not that they have 
a better taste if picked at that time, 
but that if not picked at dawn someone 
else is going to come along and pick 
them. 

The writer saw three cars on the 
one mile stretch of Route 125, between 
Andover Street and the North Reading 
line, at dawn last Thursday. From 
each a man had gone into the woods, 
basket on his arm.
